Sir: 

In  presenting  the  annual  reports  from  the  seven  Training  Sehools  eoming 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  your  Department,  it  should  be  added,  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  may  be  interested  in  this  report,  that  the  daily  average  number 
of  wards  for  whom  the  staff  of  the  various  schools  had  constant  responsibility 
was  1,637.  This  total  is  made  up  of  age  groups  ranging  from  seven  to  eighteen 
years  and  includes  those  who  have  been  granted  placement,  as  well  as  those 
who  were  actually  in  residence  at  the  schools.  Those  on  placement  require 
and  receive  continued  attention  and  supervision  of  the  schools’  staff.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Act  governing  the  establishment  and  administration  of  Training 
Schools  in  Ontario  — The  Training  Schools  Act  — wardship  may  remain  in 
effect  until  the  ward  reaches  his  or  her  eighteenth  birthday.  However,  this 
is  not  intended  to  restrict  the  granting  of  placement  or  parole  and  so  a child 
who  merits  placement  is  soon  recommended  by  those  in  charge,  for  considera- 
tion by  the  Advisory  Board,  after  a suitable  home  has  been  found.  The  Board 
studies  each  case  and  makes  its  recommendation  to  you,  as  Minister  of  the 
Department,  for  final  decision.  While  the  Act  provides  for  wardship  to  con- 
tinue, until  the  ward  has  reached  eighteen  years  of  age,  it  does  not  follow  that 
all  wardships  continue  for  the  full  period.  On  the  contrary,  frequently,  ward- 
ships are  terminated  long  before  this  age  limit  is  reached,  as  a reward  for  good 
behaviour  over  an  extended  period  and  where  the  child  has  demonstrated  by 
satisfactory  adjustment  that  he  or  she  has  responded  to  treatment  and  can 
now  be  relied  upon  to  be  on  good  behaviour.  Wherever  the  termination  of 
wardship  is  consistent  with  the  best  interests  of  the  child’s  future,  it  is  author- 
ized by  you  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Advisory  Board. 

The  Advisory  Board  is  composed  of  five  members  including  one  lady.  All 
members  give  their  services  without  remuneration  of  any  kind. 

The  total  number  of  wards  requiring  attention  throughout  the  year  has 
made  heavy  demands  on  the  schools’  staff,  many  of  whom  have  worked  un- 
stintingly  in  their  determination  to  give  the  best  possible  assistance  and 
guidance  to  their  respective  charges.  It  is  mostly  through  the  untiring  efforts 
of  these  devoted  people  that  the  year’s  success  has  been  accomplished  and 
largely  to  their  efforts  must  also  go  the  credit  for  the  successful  adjustment 
and  future  happiness  of  many  young  lives,  who,  perhaps  providentially,  have 
had  the  good  fortune  to  come  under  their  influence  at  the  appropriate  time. 
The  future  of  these  schools  will  continue  to  depend  on  the  programmes  of 
training  and  the  degree  of  achievement  will  always  be  measured  in  terms  of 
loyalty  and  devotion  of  a well-trained  and  thoroughly  qualified  staff.  With 
this  in  mind,  special  attention  has  continued  in  the  employment  of  profes- 
sionally trained  personnel,  wherever  this  was  considered  advisable.

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REPORT  OF 

TRAINING  SCHOOLS  ADVISORY  BOARD 


This  twenty-second  Annual  Report  pertains  to  the  year  ending  March  31st, 
1953.  The  members  attended  fifty  meetings  to  consider  1,157  paroles  and 
511  terminations  of  wardship  presented  by  the  Superintendents  of  the  eight 
Training  Schools.  1,108  paroles  were  recommended  and  49  refused.  508  ter- 
minations of  wardship  were  approved,  two  refused,  and  one  death  noted. 
Placement  and  attendance  reports  numbering  1,775  were  also  reviewed,  and 
574  designations  signed. 

Although  there  is  a continued  increase  over  previous  years  in  commit- 
ments by  the  courts  and  of  admissions,  yet  the  increase  in  the  population  of 
the  Province  would  account  for  this,  rather  than  any  decided  increase  in 
delinquency.  However,  there  are  more  juveniles  getting  into  trouble  than 
in  the  past. 

Official  visits  were  made  to : — 

The  Ontario  Training  School  for  Boys,  Cobourg 
St.  Joseph’s  Training  School  for  Boys,  Alfred 
Ontario  Training  School  for  Boys,  Bowmanville 
Ontario  Training  School  for  Girls,  Toronto 

The  Superintendents  of  the  Training  Schools  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
general  invitation  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Advisory  Board,  at  their  own 
convenience  and  desire.  In  this  way  it  is  possible  to  work  together  for  the 
good  of  the  wards. 

An  analysis  of  the  terminations  of  wardship  effected  is  again  presented  to 
show  the  beneficial  results  of  the  training  programmes.

There  were  529  committals  considered  and  45  admissions  recommended 
by  the  Advisory  Board  during  the  year.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  misbehaviour  which  caused  commitment,  whether  incorrigibility, 
theft,  or  immorality,  etc.,  yet  these  children  are  the  product  in  most  cases 
of  parents  who  failed  to  train  them  from  earliest  years  to  be  obedient  to  author- 
ity in  home  and  school.  Parental  example  and  direction,  to  awaken  conscience 
to  the  need  of  obeying  the  moral  law,  must  be  given.  Efforts  must  be  made 
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to  train  youth  in  good  moral  and  religious  habits.  While  it  is  true  that  there 
are  economic  factors  which  make  it  somewhat  difficult  for  some  families  to 
provide  the  wholesome  and  affectionate  home  environment  essential  in  early 
childhood,  yet  parents  must  take  the  blame  for  juvenile  delinquency  when 
the  home  is  broken  due  to  separation,  alcoholism,  desertion,  divorce,  immoral 
living  or  carelessly  allowing  their  children  to  grow  up  uncontrolled.  It  is  the 
parents’  duty  to  correct  disorderly  inclinations  in  children,  and  to  encourage 
good  tendencies  from  earliest  childhood  by  a firm,  wide,  yet  kind  control. 
When  parents  fail  and  the  child  faces  the  court,  the  Training  School  is  fre- 
quently the  only  answer. 

Each  Training  School  staff  is  to  be  commended  for  the  initiative  and 
interest  shown  in  planning  and  developing  a good  training  programme.  The 
academic  and  vocational  courses  are  adjusted  to  the  intellectual,  moral, 
physical  and  social  needs  of  these  children.  They  must  get  training  in  thinking 
and  understanding  in  order  to  act  in  accordance  with  right  reason,  and  not  to 
be  creatures  of  uncontrolled  emotions.  Arts  and  crafts,  music,  dramatics, 
hobbies,  sports  and  athletics,  physical  training,  house  maintenance  and  kitchen 
duty  are  only  some  of  the  activities  which  keep  these  youthful  people  occupied 
in  a well  ordered  daily  programme  which  aims  at  character  development  for 
time  and  eternity. 

Mrs.  Charles  R.  Sanderson  paid  two  visits  to  the  Toronto  Training  School 
for  Girls  in  the  Mercer  Reformatory.  The  School  is  excellently  administered; 
the  training  of  the  girls  in  Household  Economics  (laundry  work,  hand-sewing, 
food  preparation,  etc.)  is  well  organized;  this  along  with  their  experience  in 
power-machine  work  can  be  of  permanent  value.  All  the  girls  share  in  recrea- 
tional activities.  Nevertheless,  a separate  institution  for  these  girls  should 
be  considered. 

The  methods  being  used  by  the  Juvenile  Courts,  Big  Brother  Associations, 
and  social  agencies  in  dealing  with  maladjusted  children,  has  some  effect  of 
avoiding  the  necessity  of  commitment  to  institutions.  This  is  most  desirable, 
unless  it  is  evident  that  the  Training  School  is  best  for  the  boy  or  girl.  They 
shouldn’t  be  allowed  to  drift  into  serious  delinquency  and  find  themselves 
at  seventeen  years  of  age  in  the  Reformatory  when  they  might  have  obtained 
the  benefit  of  the  Training  School  at  fourteen.  The  Training  School  is  more 
desirable,  less  costly,  with  more  assurance  of  character  development. 

These  are  a few  points  worth  mentioning. 

1.  About  75%  of  the  present  wards  are  boys.  These  self-willed  lads  failed 
to  receive  that  firm  yet  kind  control  in  home  and  school  which  they 
needed. 

2.  Returns  from  parole  have  increased.  Does  this  mean  that  some  are 
being  paroled  too  soon? 

3.  Ways  should  be  found  of  reducing  the  case  load  of  placement  officers, 
so  they  may  pay  more  frequent  visits  to  those  who  need  it. 

4.  Those  working  when  on  parole,  are  expected  to  have  a savings  bank 
book  and  pay  reasonable  amount  for  board  and  room. 

5.  There  are  so  many  of  dull  normal  and  borderline  mentality  that  the 
Schools  must  always  make  provision  by  means  of  special  classes  and 
methods  with  auxiliary  class  certificated  teachers  to  meet  the  needs 
of  these  pupils. 
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Reports  from  the  Sehool  Inspeetors  are  always  appreciated.  The  Mental 
Health  Clinics  of  the  Department  of  Health,  and  the  Children’s  Aid  Societies 
deserve  a word  of  thanks  for  the  personal  interest  they  take  in  the  eases  pre- 
sented to  them.

Although  we  did  not  set  a record  this  past  year  insofar  as  new  commit- 
ments were  concerned,  we  again  maintained  a fairly  high  population  throughout 
the  year. 

Staff  vacancies  were  filled  quickly  and  we  were  therefore  able  to  carry  on 
the  House  and  Shop  programme  with  little  interruption. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  a Cadet  Corps  was  formed.  Five  members 
of  Staff,  who  had  served  in  World  War  II,  were  selected  by  the  Senior  Cadet 
Officer,  Kingston,  to  “head  up”  this  organization  known  as  “The  Ontario 
Training  School  Cadet  Corps,  Bowmanville,  Ontario.” 

From  the  House  Funds  earned  by  boys  when  employed  off  the  grounds, 
we  purchased  four  television  sets.  These,  together  with  the  set  donated  by 
the  Toronto  Rotary  Club  the  previous  year,  provided  entertainment  in  the 
Houses. 

Our  educational  program  is  planned  to  meet  individual  needs  and  thus 
pupils  are  able  to  fit  into  other  school  programmes  without  loss  of  grade, 
when  on  placement.  Grades  taught  range  from  I to  X with  provision  for  the 
low  learning  group  in  auxiliary  class. 

An  important  function  of  our  Vocational  programme  is  to  discover  and  to 
develop  aptitudes  preparatory  to  satisfactory  employment.  Much  practical 
experience  is  gained  by  employment  in  various  shops.  There  is  a modern 
laundry,  a barber  shop,  a large  greenhouse,  and  a shoe  repair  department. 

Physical  Training  and  Sportsmanship  receive  special  emphasis.  Training 
is  regular  and  continuous  throughout  the  year.  This  is  made  possible  by  the 
Rotary  Gymnasium  and  the  60  ft.  swimming  pool.  All  boys  who  are  physically 
fit  participate  in  calisthenics,  gymnastics,  track  and  field,  and  league  games. 
In  the  course  of  events,  championships  are  “run  off”  through  preliminaries 
to  semi-finals  and  finals.  Twice  yearly,  all  championship  teams  and  prize 
winning  athletes  are  duly  recognized  when  awards  are  presented  at  the  Spring 
and  Fall  Athletic  Banquets. 

The  Bugle  Band  of  forty  pieces  in  their  “snappy”  uniforms  has  become  a 
well-known  group  in  the  community  and  many  requests  to  have  the  boys 
participate  in  various  parades  were  received. 

The  enthusiasm  in  connection  with  the  annual  Police  Games  held  in  Sep- 
tember, continued  to  increase.  Not  only  boys  from  this  School,  but  also  from 
the  Schools  in  the  neighbouring  communities  were  eager  to  participate  in 
the  events  last  year. 

Due  to  a particularly  mild  winter  we  were  able  to  conduct  little  outdoor 
skating.  However,  the  boys  did  not  have  to  forego  this  wholesome  sport  as 
they  made  frequent  Saturday  afternoon  trips  to  the  Town  arena  to  try  their 
skill  on  the  artificial  ice. 

Our  Placement  Staff  entered  a new  field  during  the  past  year  when  they 
assumed  a portion  of  parole  and  rehabilitation  work  in  connection  with  Senior 
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institutions  and  the  Alex  G.  Brown  Memorial  Clinic  at  Mimico.  This,  in 
addition  to  the  supervision  of  our  own  graduates  in  their  own  homes  and  on 
placement,  gave  them  a very  full  programme. 

Exceptionally  good  farm  crops  supplied  the  necessary  vegetables  for  the 
School  and  also  provided  fodder  for  our  forty  head  of  Holsteins. 

The  various  Service  Clubs  and  Social  Agencies  maintained  a healthy  interest 
in  our  Institution.  The  local  Rotary  Club  presented  an  award  for  character; 
the  Bowmanville  Lions  Club  encouraged  public  speaking  by  donating  a cup; 
the  Optimist  Club  of  Toronto  gave  high  honours  to  the  “most  optimistic  boy”; 
the  Oshawa  Kiwanis  Club  continued  its  very  useful  work  in  their  organized 
Key  Club  at  this  School;  the  Toronto  Rotary  Club  through  its  Youth  Service 
Committee,  continued  its  interest. 

During  the  year  just  ended  we  have  had  our  “ups  and  downs”  but  at  all 
times  we  have  been  able  to  rely  on  the  kindly  and  willing  assistance  of  our 
Departmental  Officials  and  the  Advisory  Board.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  ONTARIO  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS 

COBOURG 

April  1st,  1952  to  March  31st,  1953 

The  Ontario  Training  School  for  Boys,  Cobourg,  is  operating  on  a four 
point  programme  aimed  at  successful  rehabilitation  and  good  citizenship. 

First  and  foremost  has  been  our  emphasis  on  an  academic  programme  that 
will  effectively  close  the  gap  of  our  retarded  pupils  who  form  a very  large 
percentage  of  the  school  population.  There  are  eight  classrooms  including 
an  auxiliary  unit  and  a manual  training  shop  which  are  complying  with  the 
Department  of  Education  requirements  regarding  teacher  training  and  school 
curriculum.  This  school  continues  to  be  inspected  annually  by  the  local 
Public  School  Inspector. 

The  residence  life  at  the  school  still  continues  to  be  the  back  bone  of  our 
character  building  programme.  The  simple  amenities  of  eating,  playing, 
house-keeping,  working  and  living  together,  are  motivated  by  the  housemasters 
and  supervisors  in  these  fine  old  Cobourg  residences.  Children  learn  to  make 
their  own  beds,  maintain  a high  standard  of  personal  cleanliness  and  also  are 
taught  to  respect  the  rights  and  privileges  of  others. 

The  programme  department  promotes  good  sportsmanship  and  an  enriched 
experience  through  the  many  extra  curricular  activities  made  available  to 
our  wards  through  organized  sports  both  in  the  gym  and  on  our  playing  fields. 
A thirty  piece  bugle  band  is  a strong  incentive  to  the  children  because  of  its 
wide  aceeptance  both  in  the  school  and  in  the  community.  The  band  gives 
its  services  to  various  scout  associations,  the  Legion,  public  schools,  and 
numerous  other  organizations.  Regular  swim  parades  are  doing  much  to 
eliminate  the  non-swimmer  and  to  give  a boy  an  added  sense  of  achievement. 

Our  after-care  department  has  been  increased  to  five  officers  who  are  doing: 
an  effective  job  of  procuring,  investigating,  and  establishing  our  many  wards 
in  the  best  homes  possible  throughout  the  Province  while  at  the  same  time 
keeping  a watchful  eye  on  the  progress  of  more  than  400  boys  who  have  been 
under  their  supervision  during  the  past  year.  The  men  in  this  department 
have  been  associated  with  the  school  for  over  five  years  and  have  been  developed 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  school  in  which  they  have  served.  They 
bring  to  the  placement  field  genuine  human  interest  and  proven  skill  in  boys’ 
work.  The  number  of  wards  under  supervision  in  the  after-care  has  increased 
over  previous  years  and  we  have  not  yet  reached  our  full  growth  in  this  area. 

Some  special  events  and  features  that  have  been  of  interest  during  the 
past  year  include  the  resuming  of  the  Junior  Police  Games  at  this  school, 
started  six  years  ago  in  Galt.  A general  youth  field  day  which  involved  the 
entire  youth  of  Cobourg  and  surrounding  districts  under  the:  direction  of  the 
local,  Provincial,  R.C.M.P.  Police  services  and  Training  School  representa- 
tives, has  done  much  to  establish  the  Training  School  as  an  accepted  Institution 
in  the  community. 

A noteworthy  increase  in  the  number  of  off-the-grounds  activities  has 
made  possible  the  purchasing  of  bugle  band  equipment  and  T.V.  sets  for  the 
boys  through  monies  earned  cutting  lawns,  digging  gardens,  snow  shovelling. 
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window  cleaning,  etc.  Work  is  placed  on  a privilege  basis  both  in  and  outside 
of  the  Institution  which  places  this  important  life  activity  in  its  proper  per- 
spective and  is  considered  a tool  in  our  training  programme. 

The  service  clubs  in  this  area  have  been  most  co-operative  and  helpful  in 
assisting  in  providing  the  extras  at  Christmas  time  that  make  up  for  a boy 
being  away  from  home  at  this  time.  They  have  likewise  made  it  possible  for 
the  boys  to  attend  the  Audh'bon  lectures  held  in  the  Cobourg  Town  Hall. 

Two  students  from  the  School  of  Social  Work  were  permitted  to  do  their 
field  work  at  this  Institution.  This  has  resulted  in  valuable  case  work  with 
some  disturbed  children. 

The  regular  Friday  evening  musicales  have  done  much  to  arouse  a healthy 
cultural  interest  in  music  appreciation,  featuring  such  artists  as  John  Knight, 
Ray  Dudley,  Cliff  Pool,  Margaret  Parsons  and  many  other  prominent  Canadian 
artists  who  have  given  freely  of  their  talents  in  the  interest  of  our  wards. 
These  unique  classical  concerts  are  in  their  seventh  year  at  this  school  and 
have  become  well-known  throughout  the  community. 

The  school  continues  to  place  its  major  emphasis  on  incentives  and  interest- 
finding techniques  rather  than  punitive  measures  of  corporal  punishment  or 
detention,  in  the  establishment  of  good  self-discipline.  The  open  door  practice, 
both  night  and  day  in  operation  at  the  Cobourg  School,  is  now  in  its  sixth 
year  which  permits  the  major  attention  of  the  staff  to  be  placed  on  training 
rather  than  custody.

The  second  year  in  Galt  has  proven  a satisfactory  one.  The  community 
has  shown  increasing  interest  in  our  work,  and  has  provided  many  services 
helpful  to  rehabilitation.  New  staff,  acquired  after  the  move  from  Cobourg, 
gained  experience.  Few  girls  who  had  been  at  Cobourg  remained  in  the  school. 

One  hundred  and  four  girls  were  committed  or  admitted,  one  hundred  and 
fifty-three  placed,  and  seventy-six  released  from  wardship  during  the  period 
of  report.  Every  girl  presented  a problem  which  necessitated  removal  from 
the  community,  and  every  one  received  individual  attention  to  effect  rehabili- 
tation. 

As  in  the  past,  those  capable  of  attending  academic  school  did  so.  Many 
were  placed  prior  to  the  end  of  the  school  year,  however,  results  of  June  ex- 


aminations were:

Ten  pupils  attended  the  Galt  Collegiate  Institute  during  the  year,  com- 
bining Commercial  and  Home  Economics  courses.  One  girl  achieved  a 60 
words  per  minute  pin  in  Grade  10  typing,  and  was  elected  captain  of  the 
school’s  junior  basketball  team. 

Girls  who  had  reached  their  academic  maximum,  or  had  work  permits 
prior  to  committal  and  did  not  wish  to  attend  academic  school,  were  provided 
with  vocational  training.  Three  courses  existed,  one  stressed  Home  Economics, 
one  Typing,  and  the  third  Hairdressing. 

The  opportunity  to  develop  good  work  habits  and  learn  on  the  job  was 
provided  by  many  maintenance  duties.  All  girls  worked  part  time  in  the 
laundry,  in  their  houses,  in  the  garden.  Older  girls  worked  in  the  kitchen, 
dining-room,  infirmary,  stores,  and  a few  learned  to  operate  the  tractor. 

The  policy  of  participation  in  all  types  of  activities  was  stressed.  Seasonal 
sports  were  popular.  Field  hockey  was  an  added  activity  this  year.  Our  soft 
ball  team  played  in  a local  league.  One  of  our  girls  was  chosen  to  participate 
in  the  Preston  Water  Carnival.  During  the  summer  months  groups  of  our 
pupils  joined  local  boys  and  girls  in  supervised  playground  sports  once  a week. 
Skating  was  limited  due  to  the  mild  winter,  but  volley  ball  was  substituted 
and  several  games  played  with  staff. 

Arts  and  crafts  played  an  important  part  in  our  programme.  The  girls 
made  many  Christmas  presents.  Work  was  exhibited  at  the  Canadian  National 
Exhibition,  the  Ottawa  Exhibition,  the  I.O.D.E.  Christmas  tea  in  Galt,  and 
a window  in  a city  store  was  provided  for  our  exhibits  during  Education  week. 
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Music  and  dramatics  provided  a stimulating  activity  for  those  involved 
and  entertainment  for  the  rest  of  the  school  and  guests.  Our  major  produc- 
tions were  Oklahoma  in  November  and  the  Coventry  Play  at  Christmas. 
Elaborate  costumes  and  settings  were  created  by  staff  and  pupils  for  these 
productions. 

The  Ministerial  Association  of  Galt  provided  ministers  for  Sunday  morning 
services  throughout  the  year.  The  Christian  Business  Men  held  a service  every 
Wednesday  evening.  Young  People’s  Associations  from  all  Galt  churches 
have  organized  services  every  Sunday  evening  for  those  girls  who  do  not  go 
out  to  church.  Several  of  these  groups  have  taken  girls,  considered  ready  for 
placement,  to  their  recreational  activities  during  the  week.  Two  Preston 
churches  send  cars  every  Sunday  to  take  girls  to  services.  Many  girls  have 
joined  churches  during  their  stay  in  the  school  and  affiliate  with  churches 
when  they  return  to  the  community. 

Treatment  of  emotional  disturbances  is  essential  in  many  cases  if  rehabili- 
tation is  to  be  permanent.  In  January  of  1953  the  Department  approved  the 
appointment  of  a consultant  psychiatrist  who  visits  each  week.  Girls  requiring 
treatment  are  selected  by  the  psychologist  and  social  workers.  Advice  is 
given  in  the  treatment  of  other  girls.  Conferences  of  the  psychiatrist,  admini- 
strative staff  and  counselling  staff  are  held  frequently  to  discuss  the  programme. 
In  addition  to  this  service,  the  Hamilton  Mental  Health  Clinic  is  used. 

As  in  past  years  the  physical  health  of  the  pupils  was  good,  with  no  epi- 
demics or  serious  illnesses.  The  diagnostic  services  of  the  Sick  Children’s 
Hospital  and  the  Toronto  General  Hospital,  were  used  in  several  cases.

The  effectiveness  of  a training  school  programme  would  appear  to  be 
indicated  by  the  number  of  days  required  in  the  institution  for  each  pupil 
from  committal  to  satisfactory  adjustment  on  release. 

Of  the  hundred  and  fifty-three  girls  placed  during  the  year,  one  hundred 
and  fourteen  remained  out  the  whole  year.  Returns  from  other  years  numbered 
twenty-six.  Approximately  fifty  per  cent  of  returns  are  failures,  the  others 
were,  temporary  placements,  medical  check  ups,  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Of  the  seventy-six  girls. released  from  wardship  during  the  year,  forty-five 
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were  well  adjusted  in  employment,  four  were  married  with  permission,  eight 
were  married  without  permission,  ten  were  transferred  to  other  institutions 
and  released,  two  were  A.W.L.,  six  were  poorly  adjusted. 

School  staff,  despite  sincerity  and  hard  work,  would  be  limited  in  their 
ability  to  achieve  results  without  the  support  and  interest  of  the  Department, 
Advisory  Board,  and  community  in  general.  We  are  most  grateful  for  their 
support  and  interest. 

Organizations  which  have  shown  particular  interest  in  our  work  and  have 
contributed  in  many  ways  are:  The  Mayor  and  Council,  City  of  Galt;  the 
Ministerial  Association  of  Galt;  Service  Clubs  of  Galt,  Preston  and  Kitchener;

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REPORT  OF  THE  ONTARIO 
TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS,  GUELPH 

April  1st,  1952  to  March  31st,  1953 

On  April  1,  1952,  there  were  28  boys  in  the  Training  School  group  and  to 
March  31,  1953,  21  more  were  admitted  by  transfer  from  other  Training  Schools, 
and  one  returned  for  parole  violation,  making  a total  of  50  in  residence  during 
the  year,  with  37  releases,  leaving  13  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

These  are  boys  who  have  failed  to  respond  to  treatment  in  the  Training 
Schools  or  who  have  been  sentenced  for  adult  offences  whilst  wards  of  the 
Training  Schools  and  later  returned  on  the  Minister’s  authority  to  the  Ontario 
Training  School  Section. 

Each  boy  is  encouraged  to  take  an  active  interest  in  academic  studies  and 
attend  classes  for  half  of  each  day,  and  spend  the  other  half  in  trade  training 
or  work  for  which  he  may  have  a particular  liking.  In  cases  where  a boy  has 
received  little  or  no  academic  training,  he  is  encouraged  to  attend  school  on  a 
full-time  basis.  A few  who  are  unable  to  benefit  by  trade  training  or  academic 
training,  are  given  instruction  and  practice  in  arts  and  crafts  which  may  be  of 
benefit  to  them  on  release.

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REPORT  OF 

ST.  MARY’S  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS 

DOWNSVIEW 


April  1st,  1952  to  March  31st,  1953 

Attendance  at  St.  Mary’s  has  increased  from  81  last  April  to  the  present 
enrolment  of  94.  Of  the  50  girls  committed  or  admitted  during  the  year, 
34  were  under  15  years  of  age,  only  10  were  below  Dull  Normal  in  intelligence, 
and  14  had  intelligence  quotients  ranging  upwards  of  100. 

While  these  figures  are  in  themselves  challenging  to  thought,  they  beeome 
the  more  so  when  one  sees  these  young  girls  working  diligently  towards  aca- 
demic, vocational,  and  cultural  advancement,  entering  with  zest  and  gaiety 
into  a variety  of  recreational  aetivities,  and  performing  their  religious  duties 
with  gravity  and  serious  thought.  One  might  well  wonder  why  they  have 
had  to  come  to  a Training  Sehool.  What  has  happened  to  their  young  lives, 
and  why  do  they,  in  spite  of  tender  years,  have  reeords,  sometimes  long  and 
varied,  of  maladjustment  and  “delinquency”? 

The  answers  to  these  questions  are,  no  doubt,  many  and  complex.  Never- 
theless, a perusal  of  the  Statistical  Report  would  lead  to  the  conclusion  that 
broken  or  otherwise  inadequate  homes  have  most  eommonly  been  contributing 
factors.  It  is  certainly  to  be  expected  that  while  impoverished  family  life 
continues  to  be  a problem  of  our  age,  increasing  numbers  of  disturbed  and 
much-bewildered  juveniles  will  have  to  find  their  way  to  new  beginnings 
through  the  remedial  work  of  the  Training  Schools. 

These  Schools  have  much  to  offer  to  the  children  committed  to  their  care. 
Upon  admission  the  newcomers  are  well  aware  of  their  weaknesses,  as  a general 
rule,  but  they  do  not  realize  the  many  strengths  and  the  fund  of  resources 
which  they  also  possess,  and  which  can  be  turned  to  admirable  advantage  in 
the  process  of  re-education.  It  is  the  task  of  the  Training  Schools  to  help 
their  pupils  to  discover  and  to  bring  into  play  these  hidden  powers  which, 
wisely  directed,  will  lead  to  the  attainment  of  honourable  goals. 

Traditionally,  the  girls  of  St.  Mary’s  are  quick  to  develop  an  interest  in 
studies,  and  this  interest  increases  rapidly  when  they  begin  to  recognize  the 
many  advantages  that  can  be  derived  from  this  important  part  of  their  training. 
At  present  there  are  16  girls  enrolled  in  Grade  10  Commercial,  15  in  Grade  9 
Commercial,  15  in  Grade  8 of  the  Junior  School,  17  in  Grade  7,  11  in  Grade  6, 
and  9 in  Grades  2 to  5.  During  the  year  16  certificates  in  Commercial  work 
were  obtained,  and  15  girls  passed  into  High  School. 

Naturally,  the  girls  derive  much  satisfaction  from  the  feminine  pursuits 
of  sewing  and  cooking,  and  from  general  homemaking  skills.  Gratifying  results 
are  achieved  in  these  courses,  which  never  lose  their  special  appeal  to  our 
young  housekeepers. 

Music,  dancing,  and  the  dramatic  arts  are  indispensable  features  of  our 
training  programme,  and  they  are  appreciated  as  well  for  the  enjoyment  they 
provide  for  hours  of  recreation.  Fine  needlework,  crochet-work,  flower-making, 
and  small  craft-work  hobbies  have  helped  to  speed  the  flight  of  leisure  hours 
and  have  rendered  them  profitable  at  the  same  time  in  the  expression  and 
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perfection  of  creative  talent.  The  generous  recognition  which  the  girls  give 
to  the  artistry  of  their  companions  serves  as  a golden  spur  to  further  effort, 
and  a spirit  of  enterprise  prevails. 

The  editing  of  a weekly  news-sheet  has  been  an  interesting  pastime  amongst 
the  senior  pupils  and  has  called  forth  a great  deal  of  hidden  talent.  All  pupils 
are  invited  to  contribute,  and  notes  and  comments  on  current  school  events 
are  particularly  welcomed.  The  news-sheet,  artistically  decorated  — or  shall 
we  say,  illuminated  — is  posted  on  the  bulletin-board  and  read  with  eager 
interest  by  staff  and  pupils. 

A loud-speaker  installed  during  the  year  has  proved  its  worth  in  many 
ways,  and  particularly  by  increasing  the  volume  of  music  for  the  better  enjoy- 
ment of  roller-skating  and  square-dancing,  which  continue  to  hold  their  own 
as  popular  pastimes.  The  great  voice  of  the  new  amplifier  promises  to  be  a 
very  useful  asset  to  the  field  days,  garden  parties,  and  outdoor  dancing,  which 
are  features  of  our  summer  programme.  Last  summer  the  girls  arranged  a 
safe  and  serviceable  barbecue  of  stone,  and  their  picnic  suppers  were  mueh 
enhanced  by  this  popular  cooking  system. 

Horticultural  pursuits  provided  keen  enjoyment  and  healthful  exercise 
for  the  majority  of  the  girls.  Each  year  efforts  are  made  to  improve  the  appear- 
ance of  the  property  by  the  addition  of  trees,  shrubs,  and  flowers.  Last  summer 
the  girls  set  out  several  large  beds  of  asters,  gladiolus,  and  tulips,  and  they 
assisted  also  in  the  completion  of  a pretty  rock-garden  begun  the  year  before. 
An  additional  area  of  meadow-land  was  claimed  for  landscaping  purposes, 
and  this  ambitious  undertaking  kept  many  youthful  gardeners  usefully  and 
happily  employed.  Pleasant  summer  activities  were  found  also  in  the  large 
orchards,  where  fruit  and  fun  are  to  be  had  throughout  the  season. 

The  summer  and  autum  months  provide  what  is  for  many  of  the  girls  a 
new  and  amazing  occupation,  that  of  canning,  pickling,  or  otherwise  preserving 
our  garden  products  for  winter  use.  There  is  a good  deal  to  be  learned  in  the 
various  operations  involved  in  these  tasks,  and  there  is  always  at  hand  a goodly 
number  of  eager  learners.  Production  figures  for  the  canning  season  were  as 
follows:  Tomatoes,  1,100  qts.;  Chili  Sauce,  4Q0  qts.;  Catsup,  300  qts.;  Pears, 
800  qts.;  Peaches,  1,100  qts.;  Plums,  700  qts.;  Relish,  100  qts.;  Raspberries, 
300  qts.;  and  Strawberries,  300  qts. 

An  extensive  decorating  programme  has  gone  forward  during  the  year, 
the  chapel,  infirmary,  and  staircases  — all  very  spacious  areas,  coming  under 
the  painter’s  brush.  After  much  consideration  it  was  decided  to  change  the 
colour  schemes  of  the  chapel  and  the  infirmary  and  we  have  not  been  disap- 
pointed in  the  results,  which  are  exceedingly  pleasing.  A renewal  of  drapes 
and  other  appointments  in  the  infirmary  has  completed  the  transformation 
of  this  room,  making  it  more  comfortable  and  attractive  than  ever. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  now  record  the  death  last  August  of  Dr.  F.  V. 
Hamlin,  who  had  attended  St.  Mary’s  girls  for  upwards  of  thirty  years.  Though 
failing  health  had  compelled  him  to  give  up  most  of  his  praetice,  our  devoted 
physician  was  unwilling  to  relinquish  his  duties  at  the  School  and  continued 
his  service  faithfully  until  the  end.  In  the  course  of  his  long  connection  with 
the  Training  School  hundreds  of  girls  have  known  the  kindly  interest  and 
unfailing  eare  of  Dr.  Hamlin,  and  his  memory  will  be  revered  in  many  grateful 
hearts. 

Dr.  Hamlin  has  been  sueceeded  by  Dr.  A.  Lamberti.  We  have  been  for- 
tunate indeed  in  securing  the  services  of  this  physician,  who  has  a real  under- 
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standing  of  our  girls,  and  who  is  in  every  way  proving  himself  a worthy  successor 
of  Dr.  Hamlin. 

Our  faithful  maintenance  man,  Mr.  George  Bosanac,  was  also  called  from 
us  by  death,  and  his  loss  has  been  severely  felt  both  at  the  School  and  in  the 
little  suburban  community  surrounding  us,  of  which  he  was  a much  respected 
citizen.  Mr.  Bosanac  was  a painstaking  and  clever  worker,  and  many  beautiful 
objects  at  the  School  testify  to  his  skill  in  woodworking.  He  was  himself 
particularly  proud  of  the  little  stream-lined  shoppe  he  had  built  for  the  girls, 
and  for  which  they  had  shown  such  great  appreciation.  When  we  now  see 
the  girls  gathered  around  the  little  counter  to  spend  their  credit  vouchers, 
our  memories  turn  again  to  Mr.  Bosanac,  whose  ingenuity  and  co-operation 
had  brought  this  venture  to  such  good  success. 

As  our  narrative  recalls  the  year’s  events,  and  we  see  revealed  in  them 
God’s  loving  care,  we  render  unto  Him  our  fervent  thanks.  We  ask  His  blessing 
upon  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Board  and  upon  the  many  officials  of  the 
Department  of  Reform  Institutions  who  have  shared  with  us  the  burden  of 
responsibility  and  have  encouraged  us  in  the  upward  task  of  clearing  the  way 
to  happiness  for  the  girls  committ,ed  to  our  care.

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ST.  JOHN’S  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS 

TORONTO 


April  1st,  1952  to  March  31st,  1953 

The  present  site  of  St.  John’s  Training  School  was  purchased  in  1892  and 
building  operations  were  started  the  following  year.  Since  the  formal  opening 
on  November  16th,  1894,  three  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  boys  have 
come  under  care. 

We  had  hoped  to  highlight  this  report  by  stating  that  ground  had  been 
broken  for  a new  St.  John’s  at  Malton,  Ontario,  but  such  is  not  the  case.  The 
abundant  water  suppl3^  so  earnestly  hoped  for  and  so  essentially  needed  for 
construction  and  successful  operation,  is  not  yet  available.  However,  new 
developments  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  site  and  planning  by  the  Metro- 
politan Board  of  Greater  Toronto  Area  seem  to  ensure  not  only  adequate 
water  supply  but  modern  sewage  facilities  as  well,  without  making  it  necessary 
to  have  recourse  to  septic  tanks.  The  enforced  delay,  while  decidedly  irksome 
and  disappointing,  seems  not  only  justified  but  even  providential  in  the  light 
of  these  new  developments.  We  are  confident  that  the  ensuing  year  will  see 
construction  under  way. 

Delinquent  behaviour  is  often  the  result  of  many  complex  factors  in  a 
child’s  life,  suck  as  rejection  by  family,  deprivation,  inadequate  training  and 
supervision,  mental  illness,  mental  deficiency  and  insecure  family  life.  In 
many  cases  the  training  school  is  used  as  a last  resort.  In  sixty  per  cent  of  the 
cases  bo3^s  arrived  without  record  of  mental  examination.  Earlier  care  and 
more  complete  information  are  important  factors  in  a child’s  rehabilitation. 

The  last  thirty  years  have  brought  many  changes  in  the  care  and  treatment 
of  the  juvenile  who  has  offended  the  community  by  his  anti-social  acts.  Unfor- 
tunately, our  physical  plant  has  not  been  able  to  keep  pace  with  the  progress 
of  time.  Important  though  it  be,  we  are  long  since  convinced  that  equipment 
is  not  in  itself  the  answer.  None  the  less  we  constantly  strive  to  add  to  our 
equipment  and  make  strenuous  efforts  to  maintain  a cheerful  and  well-rounded 
environment  for  our  boys. 

One  of  the  basic  ingredients  to  socialization  and  emotional  growth  is  human 
relationships.  By  sympathetic  understanding,  vigorous  example  and  unanimity 
of  purpose  we  strive  to  develop  and  maintain  a friendly  attitude  and  a sound 
but  happy  discipline.  A recent  happening  showed  evidence  of  its  existence 
and  its  value  in  emergency. 

On  February  20th,  a fire  of  accidental  origin  caused  damage  to  the  extent 
of  nearly  $14,000.00.  Discovered  about  4.30  in  the  afternoon,  the  fire  gutted 
the  attic  and  necessitated  a new  roof  for  most  of  the  main  building.  Consid- 
erable water  damage  resulted  to  clothing,  bedding,  supplies,  plaster  and  decora- 
tions throughout  the  building. 

Temporary  sleeping  quarters  were  promptly  arranged  for  some  sixty  boys 
in  the  gymnasium.  Through  the  kind  offices  of  the  Deputy  Minister,  who 
made  a personal  inspection  of  the  damages,  sufficient  blankets  were  provided 
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to  meet  our  needs.  Mattresses  were  secured  from  the  Christian  Brothers' 
College  at  Wexford.  Several  neighbours  offered  to  accommodate  some  of  the 
boys  but  we  were  able  to  take  care  of  all  in  the  school  without  hardship  or 
privation.  One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  whole  unfortunate  occur- 
rence was  the  splendid  conduct  and  co-operation  of  the  160  boys  in  residence. 
They  became  interested  spectators  along  with  hundreds  of  others,  while  men 
with  eight  or  nine  pieces  of  equipment  from  Scarboro  and  Toronto  Fire  Depart- 
ments fought  the  blaze,  and  gave  generous  and  willing  help  in  the  cleaning-up 
process  for  days  afterward.  For  several  weeks,  while  repairs  and  redecorating 
were  in  progress,  the  improvised  dormitory  was  in  use.  These  were  the  only 
departures  from  our  normal  programme  and  routine. 

Training  Schools  can  be  easily  differentiated  in  physical  layouts,  salaries, 
personnel,  nature  of  supervision,  programmes,  etc.  There  are  generic  features 
to  all  institutional  programmes  but  the  fact  remains  that  each  school  has  its 
own  individuality  and  it  is  well  to  recognize  that  each  institution  is  different 
from  its  neighbour.  A programme  plan  that  is  successful  in  one  area  may  not 
work  in  another  setting. 

In  our  moral  and  religious  training  every  effort  is  made  to  give  the  boy  a 
real  understanding  of  his  obligations  to  God  and  to  society  and  to  accustom 
him  to  make  full  use  of  Prayer,  Mass  and  the  Sacraments  for  his  strength, 
guidance  and  consolation.  By  public  instruction  and  private  interview  our 
zealous  and  devoted  chaplain  has  made  a valuable  contribution  in  this  most 
essential  phase  of  our  training  programme. 

The  health  of  the  boys  is  always  a matter  of  concern.  Physical  examinations 
were  made  of  all  boys  on  admittance.  Health  clinics  were  held  twice  a week 
with  doctor  and  nurse  in  attendance.  286  visits  were  made  to  hospital  clinics, 
12  boys  were  supplied  with  glasses,  1 1 boys  had  tonsillectomies,  3 had  appendec- 
tomies and  1 had  surgical  treatment  for  eye  correction,  3 boys  were  hospitalized 
for  recurring  rheumatic  fever  and  1 boy  for  osteomyelitis.  Regular  dental 
clinics  were  held  and  comprised  135  surveys,  180  extractions,  6 dentures, 
121  X-rays,  81  restorations  and  28  other  treatments. 

Each  boy  followed  an  educational  programme  which  included  all  day  school 
or  half-day  school  and  half-day  vocational  shop  or  an  assignment  on  a mainten- 
ance group.  During  the  year  70%  of  the  boys  had  part  time  training  in  print- 
ing, tailoring,  baking,  shoe-making,  barbering,  garden  and  greenhouse  work, 
with  further  opportunities  for  carpentry,  painting  and  general  repair  work 
afforded  in  plant  maintenance.  The  interests  developed,  the  responsibilities 
accepted  and  the  manual  skills  attained  are  no  small  incentives  in  our  character 
building  programme. 

The  academic  work  covered  all  grades  from  one  to  ten.  Retardation  is  to 
be  expected  in  a delinquent  population  and  for  some  of  the  boys  of  lowest 
mental  age  the  most  elementary  course  of  instruction  must  be  given.  For  a 
number  of  years  a special  opportunity  class  has  been  conducted  for  this  group 
with  satisfactory  results.  36  boys  followed  the  High  School  programme  in 
which  the  majority  showed  a special  interest  and  commendable  progress 
in  typing. 

The  recreational  programme  is  designed  to  provide  active  participation 
for  all.  School  leagues  were  carried  on  in  hockey,  lacrosse,  baseball  and  rugby. 
School  teams  also  participated  in  outside  competiton.  Track  and  field,  swim- 
ming,  gymnastics  and  group  games  rounded  out  our  physical  programme. 
Reading,  hobbies,  singing  and  music  were  regular  features  of  a more  cultural 
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nature.  A special  summer  programme  of  music  and  athletics  culminated  in  an 
outdoor  concert  on  August  23rd,  at  which  many  parents  and  friends  in  the 
neighbourhood  were  present. 

The  boys  enjoyed  the  annual  Christmas  tree  and  entertainment  sponsored 
by  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  They  were  guests  at  the  Christmas  Pantomime, 
Peter  Pan,  sponsored  by  the  Riverdale  Kiwanis.  They  attended  the  Circus 
and  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition.  They  were  entertained  in  the  school 
by  several  organizations  and  played  host  to  the  neighbourhood  with  an  annual 
pyrotechnical  display  in  May. 

Living  as  we  do  in  a highly  populated  area  we  are  conscious  of  the  value 
of  good  public  relations  and  have  long  enjoyed  the  respect  and  good  will  of 
our  neighbours.  Each  week  numerous  requests  are  made  for  boys  to  help  out 
with  some  chore  around  their  homes.  We  are  satisfied  that  these  contacts, 
outings  and  entertainments  are  good  for  the  boys  and  have  a place  in  our 
training  programme. 

From  May  to  October  various  groups  of  boys  under  staff  leadership  com- 
muted weekly  between  the  school  and  the  new  farm  at  Malton  to  aid  in  haying, 
hoeing  and  harvesting  the  crops.  Enthusiastic  volunteers  were  never  lacking 
for  this  working  privilege  and  their  efforts  and  results  were  most  encouraging. 

Work  with  the  boy  does  not  end  with  his  placement  from  the  school. 
Periodic  visits  were  made  by  our  Placement  Officer  for  the  purpose  of  checking, 
advising  and  encouraging  those  on  parole.  While  working  with  the  boy  we 
did  not  overlook  the  home.  Efforts  were  made  by  informal  interviews  with 
parents  in  the  school  and  by  formal  visits  to  their  homes  to  improve  existing 
conditions  and  give  parents  a better  insight  into  the  boy’s  needs  and  their  own 
duties  and  responsibilities.  It  is  difficult  at  times  to  make  an  impression  but  in 
many  cases  the  results  were  most  gratifying. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Board,  Departmental  Officials  and  various 
organizations,  with  whom  we  worked,  for  their  kindly  interest  and  co-operation 
and  to  our  devoted  staff  for  their  splendid  support  and  generous  response 
to  duty.

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ST.  JOSEPH’S  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS 
ALFRED,  ONTARIO 

April  1st,  1952  to  March  31st,  1953 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  present  our  report  covering  the  activities 
and  progress  of  the  School  during  the  past  year.  As  our  school  is  well  situated 
for  an  institution  of  that  kind,  at  a considerable  distance  from  the  noise  and 
attractions  of  large  towns,  the  boys  seem  to  adjust  themselves  pretty  well 
and  pretty  soon  to  the  activities  of  the  house.  They  stick  to  the  place,  don’t 
feel  like  running  away  and  stay  out  for  some  time,  thus  losing  much  academic 
and  vocational  training. 

When  a boy  is  sent  to  a training  centre  like  ours  it  is  generally  because  of 
adverse  home  conditions,  questionable  environments  and  evil  company.  Thus 
it  is  with  this  idea  in  view  that  the  staff  undertake  the  moral  and  physical 
training  of  the  boys  committed  to  our  solicitude.  A great  deal  of  success 
accompanied  our  work,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  review. 

Religion 

Foremost  in  our  endeavours  is  to  impress  upon  the  boys  under  our  care 
the  value  of  religion  and  the  necessity  of  good  ethical  behaviour.  Many  arrive 
with  little  or  no  idea  or  appreciation  of  things  sacred  or  divine.  Happily,  we 
are  well  equipped  to  look  after  the  religious  needs  of  our  wards.  Daily  Mass, 
a devoted  and  open-minded  chaplain,  prayers,  good  example  and  the  frequent 
teaching  of  Christian  Doctrine  are  among  the  means  employed  to  give  them  a 
better  understanding  of  their  religious  duties  and  their  moral  obligations. 

Added  to  these  several  advantages,  we  secured  for  them  the  favour  of  a 
three-day  spiritual  review,  at  or  around  Easter,  preached  by  two  missionaries, 
one  for  the  French-speaking,  the  other  for  the  English-speaking  boys. 

A group  of  the  small  boys  made  their  first  communion  at  one  of  our  Chapel 
services,  were  honoured  at  a special  dinner  and  enjoyed  gratifying  entertain- 
ments in  the  afternoon. 

Health 

The  health  and  physical  fitness  of  the  boys  are  absolutely  essential  to  the 
progress  of  a school  like  ours.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  this  respect  during 
the  past  year.  We  had  a few  fractured  limbs  indeed,  few  operations,  minor 
aches  and  ailments  to  attend  to,  but  no  epidemics  and  no  hard  case  to  treat. 
Our  Medical  Officer  is  a man  of  a certain  age  and  considerable  experience  and 
devotedness.  He  is  always  willing  and  ready  to  answer  a call  at  any  moment 
of  the  day. 

• In  the  reports  we  send  the  Department  from  time  to  time  about  our  in- 
mates, it  could  be  found  at  a glance  that  they  are  nearly  always  above  average 
in  weight.  Even  the  underweight  and  undernourished  soon  put  on  flesh  in 
such  a short  time  as  to  cause  surprise  to  parents  or  tutors.  Visitors  often  find 
it  agreeable  to  comment  on  the  healthy  appearance  shown  in  our  boys.  As 
usual  hospitalization  and  .surgical  treatment  covering  a certain  number  of 
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oases,  were  supplied.  In  these  cases,  and  in  general,  the  recovery  was  usually 
rapid  and  satisfactory. 

A bi-weekly  dental  clinic  is  now  held  at  the  school  under  the  able  direction 
of  Dr.  T.  Regnier  from  nearby  Rockland.  The  work  of  this  clever  and  devoted 
man  is  carefully  sustained  by  daily  brushing  of  teeth  under  supervision  in 
each  of  the  two  dormitories. 

Physical  Training 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  work  covered  and  results  obtained  the  year 
has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  programme  of  physical  education  and  organized 
sports,  built  over  many  years,  showed  more  definite  proof  of  its  value  than 
ever.  It  included,  among  other  things,  good  fundamental  training  in  skills 
and  principles  designed  to  teach  the  boys  how  to  play  well,  and  to  prepare 
them  for  full  participation  in  all  the  sporting  activities  of  the  School.  For 
bad  weather,  there  were  many  kinds  of  indoor  games  and  hobbies  and  organized 
games  in  hockey,  baseball,  etc.,  on  the  rinks  or  campus  when  weather  permitted. 
Moreover,  during  the  hot  days  of  summer,  an  expert  swimmer  gave  the  boys 
periods  of  instruction  in  the  swimming  pool  several  times  a day.  This  course 
embodied  training  in  arm  and  leg  strokes,  relaxation,  racing  starts,  racing 
turns,  etc. 

Our  colours  and  reputation  are  well  known  in  many  fields  and  rinks  around, 
and  many  cups  and  trophies  are  reminders  of  our  successes  in  a great  variety 
of  athletics  and  games.  We  were  fortunate  in  finding  good  coaches  for  most 
of  our  sporting  activities,  not  only  with  regard  to  our  organized  games,  but 
also  for  boxing  and  wrestling. 

The  Small  Group  boys  started  a new  and  interesting  programme  of  gym- 
nastic drills  and  stunts  much  liked  by  them,  and  very  conducive  to  improving 
their  attentive  and  responsive  powers  in  all  sportive  activities.  Our  best 
athletes  gave  demonstrations  of  their  physical  ability  in  the  usual  centres  or 
communities  around,  including  of  course,  Montreal  and  Ottawa. 

In  their  spare  time,  the  boys  helped  in  repainting  and  varnishing  their 
gymnasiums,  levelling  the  playground  and  sodding  and  building  an  open-air 
basketball  court  in  their  playfield.  They  also  helped  in  making  four  swings 
and  a sand  pen  for  the  younger  members  of  the  group.  They  cropped  the  grass 
and  did  any  other  odd  jobs  necessary  to  keep  the  playground  and  field  in  the 
best  of  condition.  At  last,  they  provided  the  field  with  four  wooden  chairs 
for  the  use  of  those  in  charge,  or  themselves. 

A library  and  a strong  stamp  collecting  organization  provide  a source  of 
great  interest  to  many.  In  fact,  our  Stamp  Collecting  Club  is  very  active, 
i ' "Visiting  philatelists  come  to  the  School  once  a month,  on  Friday  evenings,  to 
jgive  zestful  talks  to  the  boys  and  make  them  enjoy  a good  two  hours  of  social 
sunshine  and  friendliness. 

Improvements 

The  Maintenance  staff  accounted  for  many  improvements,  giving  much 
impetus  to  the  carpentering  and  painting  trades.  In  these  and  other  depart- 
ments the  boys  themselves  did  most  of  the  work.  Thus  they,  with  their  in- 
structors, painted  and  varnished  the  gyms, » the  toilets,  the  stairways  and 
did  many  other  odd  small  jobs  in  and  around  the  house. 

They  made  a small  stable  for  our  four 'fiofs^s,  turned  the  poultry-house 
into  a cattle  barn  by  making  a cement  floor  and  building  seven  stalls  for  the 
beef  cattle.  In  the  late  fall,  they  straightened  out  things  around  the  farm, 
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putting  order  and  cleanliness  everywhere.  They  helped  in  the  building  of  a 
new  silo  behind  the  dairy  barn,  bigger  than  the  existing  one. 

A new  drain  was  laid  in  the  school  yard  and  another  in  the  cattle  barn. 
Every  time  they  were  wanted,  the  boys  responded  willingly  and  generously, 
keeping  at  the  job  as  long  as  was  necessary. 

General 

The  devoted  and  clever  Brother  George  handed  in  his  resignation  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Institution  after  six  years  of  excellent  management  and  unselfish 
devotedness  to  duty.  He  took  a trip  to  Europe  and  made  a tour  of  inspection 
of  correction  schools,  especially  in  England,  where  he  visited  some  of  the  most 
important  training  schools.  After  passing  through  France,  he  went  to  Rome, 
Italy,  where  he  stayed  for  a year  to  develop  a group  of  university  subjects 
and  take  a refresher  course  in  some  others.  As  a token  of  gratitude  and  acknowl- 
edgment, he  was  given  quite  a big  send-off  before  leaving  the  docks  on  the 
great  ocean  liner,  the  Empress  of  France,  all  the  boys  and  staff  of  the  School 
participating  in  the  demonstration. 

On  the  same  occasion,  the  party  visited  some  interesting  and  historical 
institutions  in  the  Metropolis:  Mount  Saint  Louis  Institute,  St.  Joseph’s 
Shrine,  on  Mount  Royal,  De  La  Salle  College  and  the  Botanical  Garden. 

Two  other  members  of  the  staff  gave  in  their  resignation  also,  one  after 
eighteen  and  the  other  after  fifteen  years  of  good  and  faithful  work.  The 
boys  gave  those  two  veterans  of  the  institution  an  exceptional  token  of  affection 
and  gratitude  for  their  long  years  of  successful  activity  in  Alfred. 

Our  Police  Day  met  with  unusual  success,  and  was  considered  a Red  Letter 
Day  by  all  the  inmates,  staff  and  pupils.  The  whole  affair  was  this  year  under 
the  able  direction  of  the  Eastview  Police  Force  who  were  responsible  for  the 
preparation  of  the  field  day  and  its  success. 

Among  our  numerous  guests  and  visitors  in  the  course  of  the  past  year, 
we  feel  great  pleasure  in  mentioning  the  presence  of  the  following  distinguished 
organizations:  The  Ottawa  Juvenile  and  Family  Courts,  for  a party  at  the 
sugar  bush,  and  the  Ottawa  University  School  of  Nursing  for  a day’s  visit  and 
a tour  of  inspection  of  the  building. 

In  reporting  on  the  year’s  activity,  we  must  express  our  thanks  to  the 
Honourable  the  Minister  of  Reform  Institutions,  for  the  interest  he  has  shown 
in  the  general  management  of  the  School  and  for  his  helpful  co-operation  in 
every  respect,  and  also  for  his  most  agreeable  visit  on  our  Police  Day  Celebra- 
tion last  June. 

We  desire,  in  the  same  way,  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  precious  co- 
operation and  help  given  by  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  the  Ottawa  Lions 
Club,  the  Richelieu  Hawkesbury  Club  and  all  the  other  organizations  or 
individuals  who  have  in  numerous  and  various  ways  been  helpful  during  the 
past  year.
